Arrests Rise, Not Deportations 


Several Factors 
Affect Trump Efforts

It was a cold morning in December, and 
the players in a now well-rehearsed 
routine fell into step outside the Federal 
Building in Hartford. One demonstrator 


brought the signs: “Not One More,” “Here 
to Stay,” and “No Human Being Is Illegal.” 
A Hartford police officer asked dutifully if 
anyone was planning on getting arrested. 
“No, not today I think,” said Jesus Morales 
Sanchez, an organizer with a New Haven 
immigrant rights group and a familiar face 
at the rallies. 

Amid the biweekly rallies, the men and 
women seeking sanctuary in churches, 
the vigils and the press conferences and 


the sit-in protests, it can seem as if 
President Donald Trump’s campaign 
promise to deport thousands more un- 
documented immigrants than his prede- 
cessor has come true. The president’s 
critics and supporters alike have said he 
has initiated an unsparing crackdown on 
undocumented immigrants. Immigrant

WASHINGTON — The White House and 
Republican lawmakers are pressing for an 
end to multiple investigations into the 
Trump campaign’s dealings with Russia, 
aiming to clear the president as soon as 
possible before the taint of scandal further 
damages his presidency. 

President Donald Trump expects to be 
publicly absolved of any wrongdoing by 
special counsel Robert Mueller by year’s end 
or soon after, and several people around him 
say the often-impulsive president could 
erupt in anger if that unlikely timeline is not 
met. 

Some associates believe, or hope, that 
Trump will fire his three lawyers if he is not 
exonerated, opening the door for a more

South Asian Influx 
Boosts Enrollment

OCKY HILL — On the east side 
of town, where six years ago 
officials shuttered an elementary 
school, Rocky Hill is doing the 
unheard-of in Connecticut: building a 
school to accommodate growing 
enrollment.

Hill public schools has increased by 1 per- 
cent, a striking anomaly in a state where 
enrollment is sagging and districts more 
commonly close or consolidate schools than 
build new ones.
